Sister Carolyn Farrell won first 

place in the city council elections on 
November 8, winning 8530 votes 
from 26 precincts. Farrell was 
followed by D. Michael King, 8435; 
incumbent James Brady, 6640. The 
new candidates will take office the 
second week of January. 
_ The defeated candidates are: 
incumbent Walter Pregler, 6250; 
Donald Deich, 2524; and Anne 
Westemeyer 2032. 


The campaign was lively but not - 


spectacular as all candidates agreed 
upon most of the issues. The ex- 
ception was when Brady and Deich 
teamed up to campaign against the 
north-south freeway. 

In accepting her election, Farrell 
said, ‘“‘I feel great about winning and 
I am appreciative of the vote of 
confidence the people have in me. I 
hope to work and manifest the same 
kind of concern for them as they 
have for me.” 

Bill Blum of 1456 O’Hagan Street 
said, “I think Farrell will be a good 
councilperson. After she is in office 
for a couple of months, she will bring 
some good common sense to the 
council table.’ 


Bob Runde, a union official, said, 
“Some of the unions did not support 


Farrell but when she gets the facts 
she will be an asset to the council.” 

Former councilman Don Maiers 
said, ‘Farrell will be a catalyst and 
will mold the council into one solid 
group.” 

Westemeyer said, ‘‘I hope Farrell 
will give a woman’s view point and 
that she proves that the city was 
ready for a woman.” 

King commented, ‘‘I want to get 
the city out of a rut and get things 
going for Dubuque. I know I can 
work with Farrell and will welcome 
her input.” 

Pregler said, “I think Farrell, 
King and the other councilmen will 
work together. I just hope Brady will 
fit in.” 

Brady said, ‘Farrell is an out- 
standing person and has tremendous 
ae I welcome working with

Student Vera Spinks said, “‘I think 
she’ll be really good for Dubuque.

O’Brien: grade dispute 
not considered appeal; > 
settled outside AAC 


(CCSNS) - ‘‘No grade appeals 
have ever been filed,” said Sister 
Sheila O’Brien, acting academic 
dean. ‘‘No appeals are recorded in 
Academic Affairs | Committee 
minutes.” 

Sister Sheila said that a grade 
dispute is not considered an appeal 
until it reaches the Academic Af- 
fairs Committee (AAC). 

In a letter to the editor in the 
October 28 issue of COURIER, two 
students related a _ series of 
“disgusting’’ events they en- 
countered in a five-month grade 
altercation. They wrote, ‘‘The very 
fact that we were the first students 
in the history of Clarke College ever 
to contest a grade strikes us as being 
rather ludicrous.”” However, even 
they were not the first to file a grade 
appeal, according to Chapter four, 
Article IV, Enforcement 
Proceedings under Judicial Process, 
which are as follows: 

Section 2. In case of Academic 
Altercation between a faculty 
member and a_ student normal 
procedure to be followed shall be: 

2.1. The student and instructor 


shall discuss the problem and try to 
reach an agreement. 

2.2. If a satisfactory agreement 
cannot be reached_ through 
discussion, either the student, or the 
faculty member, or both parties 
shall seek conciliation from the 
Academic Dean. 

2.3 Academic Board. If a 
satisfactory agreement cannot be 
reached through conciliation then, 
the Academic Affairs Committee 
chairman shall select by lottery a 
five member panel from its mem- 
bership. . .The decision of this board 
will be deemed final. 

The situation explained in the 
letter was solved at the conciliation 
level and did not advance to AAC. 
Sister Sheila said that this dispute 
was not considered an appeal. 


She offered ‘‘No comment” as her 
reaction to the published letter. To 
the question, “‘Is it a case of factual 
distortion?” she again 
said, “‘No comment.’”’ She added that 
she would not comment if remarks 
would “result in a conflict between 
two students and myself.”

Meal ticket policy , 
rationale questioned 


ARA policies dictate that students must bring their meal tickets to 
every meal. The rationale in displaying food service tickets, ac- 
cording to ARA personnel, is to control exactly who comes into the 
cafeteria. By each student showing her meal ticket, ARA can dis- 
suade people who are not on the ARA contract from eating in the 
cafeteria. Those not displaying meal tickets are usually asked to 
return to their rooms to get them. If it is the student’s initial offense, 
she is sometimes allowed to remain and eat. This policy makes it 
difficult for non contract people to sneak through the lines to eat, 
thus keeping the food costs at a minimum for both ARA and the 
students. Ifa ticket is lost, then-the student must pay $2 for a new 
one. 

Theoretically, this policy is advantageous. It is in the students 
best interest that the policy is enforced to the degree that it is. 
However, in many cases Clarke students who have forgotten their 
meal tickets have been refused service. In some instances students 
have had their food taken from them, only for it to be thrown away. 
This blatant waste of food benefits no one, and it is difficult to un- 
derstand how these actions manage to keep food costs at a 
minimum. Turning away those who are obviously Clarke students is 
ridiculous. A more flexible policy is called for that will allow an end 
to the banality now in practice.

Something new on the diet market 
isn’t really as safe as it seems, 
according to food and nutrition 
major Sue Hippen. “There have 
been 11 deaths linked to liquid 
protein diets since they've been on 
the market. The body needs a cer- 
tain level of potassium. When you 
don’t eat enough food, the level goes 
down, and it could make your heart 
stop.” Hippen added that dieters 
who use this method should be under 
doctor’s supervision. Protein diets 
are such that breakfast and lunch 
include a vitamin and powder 
substance mixed with milk or water, 
and dinner consists of a small 
Portion of meat, a cooked vegetable, 
and perhaps a salad. The first four 
days, no water intake is allowed in 
order to shrink the stomach. “It’s 
Something similar to self- 
starvation,” said one girl who tried 
the diet. “Now I limit myself to two 
Starches a day, and count my 
calories. I had lost nine pounds in 10 
days on the protein diet, but I started 
getting sick so I quit.” 

For those who simply can’t diet on 
their own, Weight Watcher’s offers a 
well-balanced, sensible plan for 
dieting as well as a psychological 
boost. “Everyone there knows when 
you lose weight. They all applaud for 
you,” laughed one girl. “I couldn’t 
diet on my own, but paying the 
money and going to the meetings 
every week helped me stay on it.” 
She lost 15 pounds in three months, 
and has managed to stay on the diet 
while at school. “I can eat in the 
cafeteria - I just pass up the desserts 
and most of the starchy foods. I can 
eat three meals a day, so I don't 
really feel I’m dieting all the time. 

Barbara Schick, head of the food 
and nutrition department, said, 
“No diet is successful without some 


sort of caloric decrease. Crash diets 
i and these liquid protein diets are not 
‘ ' healthy.
